Albany, May 7 —(NC)— The 
White House has given permission 
for use of a portion of the Moth- 
er’s Day Proclamation of President 
Harry S. Truman, stressing the im- 
portance of prayer in wartime, for 
use on the international radio pro- 
gram on Mother’s Day, May 13, 
which will feature a recitation of 
the Rosary, The program will be 
given under the auspices of the 
Daily Family Rosary Movement, 
founded and directed here by the 
Rev. Patrick C, Peyton, C.S.C. 


It also has been announced that 
*“Bing’’ Crosby, movie and radio 
star, will take part in the pro- 
gram with a message on the im- 
portance of prayer. 


The Most Rev. Francis J. Spell- 
man, Archbishop of New York, will 
speak on the practice of the fam- 
ily Rosary, and Mr, and Mrs. Thom- 
as F. Sullivan, of Waterloo, la., 
parents of the five Sullivan broth- 
ers who were lost in the Pacific 
early in the war, and their daught- 
er, Genevieve, will lead in reciting 
tne Rosary.

The program will be broadcast 
over the facilities of the Mutual 
Broadcasting System at 10:30 a.m., 
Eastern War Time, from a New 
York theater. The program will be 
short-waved to the nation’s fight- 
ing forces throughout the world. 
Nine hundred guests have been in- 
vited to be present, 


The choir of Blessed Sacrament 
Church, New York, under the di- 
rection of Warren Foley, will par- 
ticipate with a nationally-known or- 
chestra in the musical part of the 
program.

Bishop O'Hara 
Is Installed In 
Buffalo Diocese 
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The Most Rev. John F. O’Hara, 
for the last five years military 
delegate of the Catholics in the 
armed forces of the United States, 
was installed as eighth Bishop of 
the Diocese of Buffalo on Tuesday 
morning, May 8, in St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral, Buffalo. He succeeds 
the Most Rev. John A. Duffy, who 
died September 27, last. 

The installing prelate was Arch- 
bishop Francis J. Spellman, with 
whom Bishop O’Hara has made his 
home at the Archepiscopal resi- 
dence in New York City. 

Bishop O’Hara, who on Tuesday 
was 57 years old, was consecrated 
by Archbishop Spellman in 1940 at 
Notre Dame University, of which 
Dr. O’Hara had been president for 
five years and of which faculty he 
had been a member 28 years. 

Bishop O’Hara was a member of 
the United States. delegation in 
1938 to the eighth Inter-American 
Conference at Lima, Peru. In 1939 
he was chairman of the Social Ser- 
vice Commission to Venezuela. 


Edw. M’‘Kim, Chief Asst. 
To Pres. Truman, Is 
De La Salle Graduate 


Omaha, May 7—(NC)—Edward 
D. McKim, who has been appointed 
'chief administrative assistant to 
President Harry S. Truman, is a 
member of St. Margaret Mary’s 
parish here, and a graduate of the 
Christian Brothers De La Salle 
Academy and Rockhurst College, 
Kansas City. 

Mr. McKim served as a first 
lieutenant under Capt. Truman, 
who during the First World War 
commanded Battery D of the 129th 
field artillery. In later years Mr. 
McKim used to accompany Capt. 
Truman to the annual encamp- 
ments as a reserve officer. 

Mr. McKim was born in Evans- 
ville, Ind., October 20, 1895. He 
was married to Mary Virginia Clif- 
ford of Kansas City in 1921. The 
union was blessed with four chil- 
dren, one of whom Lieut. Edward 
Jr., was killed in the Pacific last 
June. ° 

Before accepting his present po- 
sition Mr. McKim was executive 
vice-president of the newspaper 
division of the Mutual Benefit 
Health and Accident Association. 

Mr. McKim has long been prom- 
inent in the Catholic lay circles.

Outstanding Foe

Munich, May 7 —(NC)— His 
Eminence Michael Cardinal von 
Faulhaber, Archbishop of Munich 
and Freising, narrowly escaped 
death on the day forces of the 
American Seventh Army took this 
city, the capital of Bavaria. All 
through the war the Cardinal had 
remained here, experiencing many 
severe air raids that caused heavy 
damage to his residence, to the 
Cathedral and to most of the other 
churches in the city. He offered 
Mass in his shelter in the pres- 
ence of a small congregation com- 
posed of people living in the neigh- 
borhood, leading them in prayer 
during the hours of bombing. 
Last Monday morning, April 30, 
soon after the Cardinal had in- 
spected his chapel upstairs, an Am- 
erican shell, fired at German pock- 
ets of resistance along the nearby 
Isar River, hit the building, caus- 
ing havoc in the chapel, and land- 
ing in the street* without explod- 
ing. But for that circumstance, 
the building, which had _ been 
structurally weakened during the 
air attacks, would have collapsed 
and might well have buried the 
Cardinal and his congregation un- 
der the debris. 


Receives Correspondent 


“We shall go to work as “soon 
as we can,” said Cardinal Faul- 
haber, when he received me as the 
first American correspondent after 
the occupation of Munich. Al- 
though 74 years of age and despite 
the sufferings and ovrivations he 
went through in recent years, 
Cardinal Faulhaber has not lost 
any of his vigor. He stands erect 
and is keenly aware of the prob- 
lems of the day. 

“Unless we. practice Christian 
charity and apply spiritual prin- 
ciples to the immense tasks we are 
now facing, we cannot hope to 
weather the chaos now threatening 
us,” the Cardinal said. “I am not 
despairing because I know we are 
guided by Divine previdence.” 


The American Army authorities 
have already established contact 
with the Cardinal, a fact of which 
he is deeply appreciative. “I am 
looking forward to the restoration 
of our parochial school system,” 
he said when I asked him what 
appeared to him as the most ur- 
gent task of the hour. 


“T know that the Allies will re- 
store religious freedom, which has 
been lacking so sadly in our coun- 
try, for many years,” Cardinal 
Faulhaber said. “Many priests of 
my diocese were incarcerated for 
no other reason than that they had 
spoken freely about the essential 
problems of religious education. 
One after another of my ablest 
collaborators was taken away from 
me and many of them I shall never 
see again, because they were de-

By a vote of 128 to 49, the Pro- 
visional Consultative Assembly 
pass the communist-proposed 
bill demanding suppression of 
State-aid to non-public primary | 
schools as of April 1. The Cath- 
olic reaction was prompt and, to 
a certain extent, effective. The 
Catholic demand for State-aid for 
confessional schools is based on 
justice: the budget for public 
schools, all secular, comes out of 
the taxpayer’s pocket. If Catholic 
parents want their children to re- 
ceive religious instruction § in 
school, they are doubly taxed, and 
this obligation is particularly 
heavy for poorer families, the la- 
boring class and the small farm- 
er. Under present conditions in 
France, this double-tax hardship 
is aggravated and more extensive 
in its effects. 


But the hardship had not pre- 
vented Christian schools in France 
from having a large attendance 
over a long period of years. At 
the beginning of the war more 
than 900,000 boys, and girls—a 
fifth of the school population of 
the country—were enrolled in 
primary schools. As for second- 
ary education, Catholic schools or 
eclleges had a higher enrollment 
than the State lycees and colleges: 
265,000 against 230,000. 


Opposed By Communists 

Five years ago a law promul- 
gated by the Vichv government 
granted State-aid to non-public ed- 
ucation. This item totaled an- 
nually a little less than 500,000,000 
francs (about $10,000,000) and re- 
presented approximately 500 
francs per pupil, although the cost 
to the State for education in pub- 
lic schools is estimated at 1,500 
francs per pupil. 

Since the liberation of France, 
there has been considerable con- 
troversy about this education de- 
cree, some contending that the 
Vichy Government in granting it 
had in mind a whip over the Epis- 
copate. As Monsignor Bressoles, 
Vice-Rector of the Catholic In- 
stitute of Paris, reminded the pub- 
lic in a recent address, when the 
Cardinals and Archbishops of 
France jointly condemned the de- 
portation of French workers to 
Germany, Vichy Minister of Edu- 
cation. Abel Bonnard — now a re- 
fugee in Germany—threatened: “If 
you do withdraw that letter I will 
sup gid to the free (Cath- 
olic) schools.” The letter was not 
withdrawn.

notion that the St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, properly installed 
and functioning according to the 
rules of the Society, is some- 
thing new, I should like to say 
that, on the contrary, it is very 
old. It is new only in this state, 
the Diocese of Fort Wayne and 
the Archdiocese of Indianapolis, 
for some reason, not having 
formed Conferences constitution- 
ally. In many parishes there 
was a nominal organization, in 
which the men, and sometimes 
women, were appointed merely 
as agents of the priest to dis- 
pense a little charity, but the 
Society, as approved by the 
Church, disowns such independ- 
ent organizations. Because it 
has not existed in the past in 
most parishes of the Diocese of 
Fort Wayne, the first reaction 
of many people is that the priest 
is merely trying to divide work 
that he always did himself 
among others. These people are 
wrong. The Popes have insist- 
ed on priests availing themselves 
of a lay apostolate, because with- 
out it the priest cannot comply 
with the heavy responsibility 
placed on his shoulders to look 
after the spiritual interests of 
every member in his flock, and 
even of those “not of the fold” 
who live within his parish limits. 

One of the disasters which 
has come to our country and to 
the world is that the heart has 
been taken out of charity; that 
the poor and the afflicted, the 
aged and the delinquent are now 
cared for by Community Chests 
or political arrangements, rather 
than by the Church—as they had 
been for eighteen solid centuries. 
Catholics are no longer conspicu- 


ous as “those who love one an- 
other.” 


No parish that ever had an 
active organization of the St. 
Vincent de Paul, with men only 
serving according to stipulated 
regulations, would ever be with- 
out it.

The “Legion of Mary,” the 
“Grail,” are built and function 
on lines similar to those of the 
St. Vincent de Paul, and when 
their members are given definite 
spiritual work to do God blesses 
their efforts and parishes feel 
the results. Could you really 
imagine children not being edi- 
fied and inspired by witnessing 
their father showing a greater 
interest in religious and spir- 
itual work than in any form of 
worldly entertainment or amuse- 
ment? Such is the effect that 
St. Vincent de Paul members 
have on the members of their 
families.

At His first public appear- 
ance He attended a wedding, not so much as a friend to congratulate and wish the wedded- 
eouple happiness, but as a God to bless the union, and to keep it both happy and permanent 
through religion. 


"Until Death Do Us Part’ 


What was the American mind until recent years is well expressed in practically every 
marriage . ceremony | today, whether it be performed by a Catholic priest, a Protestant min- 
ister, or a justice’ of the peace. The couple agree to accept each other mutually “for . 
better or worse until death do us part.” Butsthis contract, like a dozen other pledges which : 
people are wont to take, to do this or to avoid that, it is not taken seriously by millions. 
In fact thousands repudiated the significance of the words they utter by antecedently agree- 
Ing to have the marriage take on the form of a temporary bargain. When that is done, there 
is usually also an understanding to heave a childless marriage or not to let a family grow out - 
of the marriage. 

By such an agreement they frustrate the very nature and purpose of marriage; they 
enter a sinful union; they invite the displeasure of God, and hence could not reasonably 
expect happiness even if they actually hoped for it. 

The growing divorce evil is largely attributable to a pre-nuptial attitude more pagan 
than that which prevails in Japan, which holds the second worst record. 

The stability of society depends not only on the stability of marriage, but on the relig- 
lous character of the home and the religious upbringing of children. : 

St. Paul, in his epistle to the Romans (I, 24-31) notes that the “wrath of God is re- ' 
vealed from Heaven against all ungodliness,” and he particularly had in mind the kind of . 
ungodliness to which we refer. Read what St. Paul says and ask yourself whether our 
country today, apostatizing from Christfanity, is deserving of any milder treatment than 
God dealt out to the pagan Romans of his day.

HAT does your Sodality mean 
to you?

“Yos, I belong to a Sodality. I 


pay my dues and receive Holy 
Communion with them every 
month.” That’s the statement of 


the girl for whom her Sodality 
exists once a month-—period. 


“But my Sodality never does 
anything. Our meetings are s0 
dull that I stopped going. Well, 
my name is on their list, so my 
conscience is clear!” 


Is it? Strange conscience you 
have there. Too many girls for- 
get that the Sodality, without 
them, is nothing. They are the 
vital parts which build a spirit. 
And that springs into your home, 
your parish, your diocese. Here 


is the spiritual “office,” as _ it 
were, where you can put your 
ideas in working order. You are 


dedicated to the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, the epitome of virtue. With 
her generous aid, the Sodality can 
act in a spiritual capacity with 
other societies to keep the parish 
on its toes. The social side of its 
undertakings are necessary, but in- 
cidental. Working together will 
knit members so closely and har- 
moniously that occasional social 
meetings will take on new enjoy- 
ment. 


Both Are Necessary 


Perhaps your Sodality is already 
organized. Nothing could be bet- 
ter. Keep it active. Participate 
in its projects; when everyone dis- 
cusses pros and cons openly, those 


nasty little cliques dissolve. Join 
the leaders or be a follower—both 
are essential. But leave no idea 


die for lack of discussion. 

Bigger problems face the girl 
whose parish never offered mem- 
bership in a Sodality. First, it is 
good to find comrades that will be 
a sort of charter group. Then, to 
seek the causes of the absence 
and to ask permission to begin 
organizing, enlist the pastor’s ad- 
vice.

a saint.~He might be another Lin- 
coln, another Thomas Aquinas, an- 
other Nathan Hale. That’s what 
husbands and wives used to say to 
each other, before they were so 
debased by counsels of despair that 
they imagined any child of theirs 
must be some kind of monster to 
destroy their home. 

What we want is one simple act 
of courage. All that we need is to 
bundle up the lying pamphlets and 
devilish magazines; throw them in- 
to the ash-can, and face life with 
chins up, relying on God and our 
own good right arms to cherish and 
protect the families which are sent 
to us. Are we Christians, or are 
we cowards? Are we Americans. | 
or are we slaves? Are we men and 
women, or are we beaten animals? 

But what of the husband and 
wife who find themselves in that 
rare case where there is real dan- 
ger of death in further children? 
Well, if the danger is real and not 
fancied; if it is imminent and not 
remote; if it is deadly peril and 
not mere nerves, then there are 
two possible courses. 


The wife can be the heroine and | 
dare the danger, placing herself 
with confidence in the hands of 
God; or the husband can be the 
hero and sacrifice his rights for 
his wife’s sake. The latter is cer- 
tainly preferable; and what shall 
the man receive in return?

he will be a saint; and there will | 


come upon him the peace that pass- 
eth understanding; and when he 
dies, he will be met by choirs of 
angels and processions of saints 
singing the praises of one who rose 
heroically to the call of the noblest 
love. For such a man, there will 
be no Purgatory; and his place in 
heaven will be very high. 

Let him not feel alone. Unnum-

Training In The School 


Children come to a certain age 
when parents no longer can train 
them. The children are then sent 
to a school, but to what kind of 
school? If the parents value the 
then they will 
send the child to a Catholic school. 
Many of our secular schools ed- 


ucate only for*earth and not for 


heaven. They educate for time 
and forget about eternity. They 
teach about creation, but neglect 
the Creator; they examine the 
laws, but disregard the Lawgiver. 
If more pains are given to teach 
our children the length of the 
Greek alphabet than the study of 
the Ten Commandments, is tnere 
any wonder that paganism prevails 
throughout the country? What 
would be the effect were the sun 
swept from its place among the 
stars? It would mean a chaos to 
our globe. In like manner, when 
religion is omitted in training a 
moral being, a moral chaos must 
follow. 


A Catholic school is a home 


| where a child is surrounded by an 


atmosphere of piety. The beauty 
of such a school is that God is 
there. In such a school a child 
gets not only a knowledge of re- 
higion, but also a beiter secular 
education. Here is given a teach- 
ing that is precise, systematic, 
complete and unchangeable. Every 
class begins and ends with a pray- 


with getting a good secular edu- 
cation. In later years a child can 
cope with the dangers of the world, 
because he is strong in character. 
If heaven is left out of a child’s 
education, he will never, perhaps, 
reach it after death. 


Many parents who send their 
children to non-Catholic schools 
say, “We want our child to get 
on in the world.” But what good 
is it to be all right with the 
world and all wrong with God? 
“What does it profit a man if he 


oss of his own soul?” says Our 
Blessed Lord. How can a child 
overcome the temptations of the 
world if he lacks strength, self- 
control and discipline to overcome 
them? Parents should’ tremble 
whenever the question of Holy 
Scripture is asked, “What then 
will this child be?” 


Training After School 


When the school training is 
completed, then comes the critical 
moment in a child’s life. He is 
no longer under the instructor’s 
eye. The discipline of the school 
is changed to \the laxity of the 
world. The bars of freedom are 
raised, and the child is as free as 
the bird in the air. In this stage 
of a child’s life, the parents must 
watch with a vigilant eye. Spec- 
ial stress should be put upon prop- 
er reading, good companions, and 
upon the performing of the duties 
of life. 


A child can become a millstone 
around the necks of the parents 
or a diadem on their brows—it all 
depends upon the proper training. 
If the parents make their children 
wise in time, those same children 
will be happy in eternity. If wise 
parents were to know for certain 
that their child in a few years 
would fall into a deep river all 
alone, they would not wait until 
the event should happen and then 
teach that child how to swim. 
They would teach him long before 
the event. Now, every child in 
a few years will be plunged in- 
to the sea of a wicked world in 
which he must swim for life. That 
child will reach the shores of a 
happy eternity, provided he is 
well trained.

Look around you with the eyes 
of Christ. You are interested in 
seeing not only what is happening 
and who is doing it, but you are 
vitally -concerned in estimating 
how all this agrees or disagrees 
with Christ’s plan for men. The 
judgment in this problem is rath- 
er easy; every Catholic knows of 
his obligation to attend Sunday 
Mass; serious sickness and vitally 
essential work, which cannot be 
postponed, are the only acceptable 
excuses.

IT seems particularly fitting that 
I should today, in this issue de- 
voted to promotion of National 
Family Life, focus reader atten- 
tien on Father Mathew, Apostle of 
Temperance, for the reason that he 
did sa much for family life welfare. 

ON the 10th day of April, 1838, 
in the city of Cork, Father Mathew 
fnaugurated his temperance move- 
ment. After addressing the as- 
sembled crowd, Fr. Maithew was 
the first to sign his name in the 
roll-book lying on the table before 
him, using these significant words: 
“Here goes in the name of God.” 


IT was indeed in the name of 
God that he carried forward his 
indefatigable mission, lifting the 
poor of Ireland from the drunken- 
ness habit that was ruining the 
souls of many thousands and weak- 
ening that oppressed nation. It 
was. well enough to understand that 
persecution, oppression, and pov- 
erty drove men to the cups, but 
Father Mathew knew also that this 
temporary sinking of misery only 
made all the more acute the tragic 
existence of the inebriates and of 
their families. While deploring 
conditions, Father Mathew regret- 
ted in a practical way. With a 
zeal born of a great soul he 
gs ati untiringly, not scathingly. 

e drew the people to him. To 
these thousands of responding 
Irishmen he gave the pledge of 
total abstinence. The roll increas- 


some five million under the total 
abstinence banner! 


LATER, Father Mathew pene- 
trated England, where he enrolled 
about 200,000. His temperance 
movement .met with great success 
in Scotland also. Then he was 
well worn out from his continuous 
apostolate, but he refused to sur- 
render to his ‘physical weariness. 
Instead he came to America in 
1849, where he was received, after 
some opposition, by important men 
in the government and by many of 
the aristocracy. He was welcom- 
ed in Washington and there accord- 
ed seats in both the House of Rep- 
resentatives and in the Senate 


chamber, during the period of his 
sojourn in the capital city. With 
this recognition he had opportunity 
to go about his work unhampered. 
First he sought out the Irish in 
America who were poor and who 
had taken into their adopted land 
the old habits of intemperance. He 
brought his saving hand to peoples 
of every extraction and walk in 
life, and wherever he went he left} 
a happy memory of him in Amer-

This frame of mind is dominated 
by the belief that the main hard- 
ships are over, or should. be over; 
that the great difficulties lie behind 
ys, and that no great difficulty 
should lie ahead of us; that the 
forces of evil are gone, that the 
time has come for us to be happy 
in the kind of world for which 
countless brave men have died. 


It is inevitable that such optim- 
ism should spread, as a result of 
the feeling of relief which grows 
as the shooting war comes to an 
end and will reach a climax when 
victory is publicly proclaimed. 

The psychological situation thus 
ereated favors the operation of a 
most obnoxious form of rebellion, 
which has come to be known under 
the name of perfectionism. If we 
assume that the great difficulties 
will be over when the war is over, 
we feel entitled to expect plans 
concerning the world at peace to 
exclude any dreadful menace and 
any heart-breaking failure. We 
shall indignantly revolt against 
any plan which sanctions situa- 
tions incompatible with the prin- 
ciples for which we have fought 
and leaves the door open to threats 
similar to those which our victory 
Was supposed to remove. 


Must Remember History

justice in this real world of our 
time, we are unconsciously led to 
escape into a world of illusion 
where resounding statements give 
our sense of justice illusory satis- 
faction. In the last analysis, per- 
fectionism is not less cynical than 
so-‘alled realism. Both give up the 
task of promoting justice. This is 
a task that we do not want to give 
up. But then we must rid ourselves 
of the fundamental] illusion that 
the great hardships are over and 
tha't two delegations have the pow- 
er of completing the rout of the 
forces of evil, all at once and for 
ever, at the Conference of San 
Francisco. 


I‘ our purpose is to serve justice 
rather than to gratify our sense 
of moral distinction, we shall 
whidleheartedly promote the limited 
amount of good which can actually 
be achieved by the United Nations 
International Organization in the 
initial phase of its existence. A 
great amount of evil will have to 
be tolerated. We shall not condone 


its magnitude. We shall realize it 
vividly, wherever it appears and 
whérever it is hidden, and gain in 
its realization additional energy for 
the slow, gradual, ever painstaking 
construction of a better world. 
Many Ordeals Ahead 

Vve have cherished the hope that 
the United Nations would develop 
inte a World Federation capable of 
enforcing peace all over the world 
according to a definite set of ethi- 
eal principles whose application 
should be guaranteed by democra- 
tic control. We do not have to give 
up such a hope. We only have to 
understand that in order to come 
closer to its realization, we have 
to go through many more ordeals 
and struggles. Right now, the only 
thing that the United Nations can 
achieve is a concentration of power 
behind a peace settlement. With- 
out such a concentration of power 
there will be no peace at all. 

Let us not ignore the fact that 
there are huge forces still at work 
all over the world, preparing for a 
resumption of bloodshed a _ short 
time after the Axis nations have 
collapsed. The only way to achieve 
such a concentration of power as 
to discourage the makers of new 
World Wars is by building a strong 
alliance among the Big Powers and 
by granting this alliance all the 
instruments necessary to discharge 
its responsibility as guardian of 
peace. The very constitution of 
this alliance may demand heavy 
sacrifices. Its working will inevit- 
ably impose restrictions of sover- 
eignty upon smaller nations, while 
the sovereignty of the great pow- 
ers will be limited only by the 
checks that the members of the 
Alliance will exercise upon each 
other. . : 

But without the sacrifices needed 
for the constitution of the Great 
Alliance, there will be no peace; 
without world leadership by great 
powers, there will be no peace. 
Those who systematically oppose 
the constitution of the United Na- 
tions International Organization on 
the only ,basis that the present 
situation admits of are, conscious- 
ly or not, driving at a state of in- 
ternational anarchy which would 
nullify our victory. 


Must Love Justice 


The fundamental features of the 
international organization which 
ean be set up in the real world of 
our time have been outijned at 
Dunbarton Oaks. They apparently 


ought to be amended in several re- 
spects. But no amendment com- 
patible with the existence of the 
organization will rule out all ser- 
ious failures and threats. Under 
such circumstances, is it possible 
to work for the success of the San 
Francisco Conference in a spirit of 
faith and resolution? Let us ans- 
wer that it all depends on our will- 
ingness to accept more hardships 
and struggles for justice. 

Provided we love justice so much 
as to be ready to fight for it in the 
midst of all the difficulties which 
the Conference will leave unsolved, 
we shall cooperate enthusiastically 
in that invaluable result which it 
can achieve: the very foundation 
of an international organization in 
a world which, if left unorganized, 
would inevitably be delivered to an- 
archy and endless bloodshed. 


‘Acta Apostolicae Sedis’, 
Issue Published By NCWC 
Shows Paper Shortage 


Washington, May 7 — (NC) — 
Judging from the December 28, 
1944, issue of Acta Apostolicae 
Sedis, now ready for distribution 
by the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, the paper shortage is 
being felt ‘at the Vatican.

Appraisal Difficult 


Russia is denounced in the same 
breath as completely obdurate, and 
praised as understandingly con- 
ciliatory. Out of this clash of 
views and interpretations it is ex- 
tremely difficult to obtain a clear 
idea of Soviet. reaction and the 
extent of Russia’s stake in the 
present deliberations. 

Special perplexity has been caus- 
ed by*the Soviet attitude in the 
dispute over the chairmanship of 
various committees and the plen- 
ary sessions of the Conference. 
The final decision to allow a ro- 
tation of chairman in the plenary 
sessions was in reality no Soviet 
triumph. It merely satisfied Mol- 
otov’s demands for the recognition 
of Russia’s equal place among the 
sponsoring powers. It represent- 
ed a recognition of ‘the Soviet prac- 
tice in meetings of this kind to 
set up a “praesidium” of various 
presiding officers, instead of the 
customary single official. 

The primary reason for the op- 
position of the American delega- 
tion to this rotating system, it is 
understood, a desire to avoid the 
introduction in international gath- 
erings of the “praesidium” prin- 
ciple, with its loss of time and less 
effective dispatch of the business 
at hand. 

The most serious doubts regard- 
ing the Soviet attitude have. been 
raised by the Polish question. Mr. 
Molotov’s insistence on the recog- 
nition and the admission of the 
Moscow-spawned Polish Govern- 
ment has been absolute. No sat- 
isfactory explanation can be found 
for _Russia’s persistent demands 
that this Polish Government be 
admitted—especially after the So- 
viet Union had made commit- 
ments at Yalta to broaden the 
basis of the Polish Government 
by including representatives from 
inside and outside Poland. 

Russia Reasoning On Poland 

Specious 

In opposing the admission of 
Argentina to the Conference Mr. 
Molotov devoted much time to a 
eulogy of the sacrifices and the 
heroism of the Polish people, and 
insisted once more that steps 
should be taken to admit the Po- 
lish government.

Lack Diplomatic Tradition 


The attitude of the Soviets may 
be explained, in part, by a series 
of factors which involve her past 
experiences in international af- 
fairs. As one opserves the con- 
duct of Russians here in San Fran- 
cisco one is reminded of stories 
recalling the first participation of 
Russian delegates in an internat- 
ional conference after the 1917 
revolution—that is at Genoa in 
1922. These stories recall the 
same reluctance to intermingle, 
the same reservations and sus- 
picions, the same fear of revealing 
their hands. 

Much of this may spring of the 
lack of a great diplomatic tra- 
dition. Russia has not yet de- 
veloped, as has great Britain, for 
instance, a diplomatic experience 
that permits her to play the game 
and with finesse. There 
is, no dowbt, in Soviet minds the 
fear of encirclement and isolation 
—which is, incidentally, one of 
the main arguments brought for- 
ward to sustain the point of view 
that Russia wants a world organi- 
zation. 

If the present proposals collapse, 
Russia might well contemplate 
with trepidation a world in which 
she would be faced by an almost 
unanimous concert of all other 
countries, and particularly by the 
powerful Anglo-American combi- 
nation. Full participation in an 
international organization might 
be construed as an effective meas- 
ure to offset that possibility. There 
is, too, an explanation of the ap- 
parent suspicions with which the 
Soviet delegation looks upon the 
Conference in the fact that Rus- 
sia stands alone in terms of her 
social and economic system. 

The Soviet delegation is not on 
its home ground. It is faced by 
very strong tendencies which are 
not prepared to allow the domi- 
nation of the Conferenee by any 
single power. Small nations have, 
until now, revealed no tendency 
to soften their tones. A complete- 
ly free press has descended on -the 
Conference. The spotlight plays 
constantly on every movement and 
every word of Molotov and his col- 
laborators. The whole atmosphere 
of the Conference explains, in part 
at least, the actions and the con- 
duct of the Soviet emissaries. 

Some definite straws are avail- 
able which indicate the way the 
wind blows. It would be, however, 
premature to pass definite judg- 
ment on the complex and most dif- 
ficult of all the problems at this 
Conference: What does Russia 
want and how will she play the 
game to obtain it?

All the townsfolks to 
came from German positions. As a 
matter of fact, SS troops were 
seen carrying large quantities of 
ammunition to their strongholds. 
One local nazi official, | was in- 
formed, had the effrontery of in- 
timating to “Resl” that she would 
not be safe in the parish house 
and should spend the day in his 
residence. 

Both the Church and Therese’s 
home were damaged, but not be- 
yond repair. Her own room, as | 
saw, escaped without a _ scratch, 
although every other room in the 
house was damaged. Five cows 
in an adjoining stable, essential to 
the livelihood of her family, es- 
caped unhurt, although a shell hit 
the stable, causing debris to fall 
upon the cattle. 


Relates Visions Of St. Therese 

When American forces entered 
the village the following day, they 
immediately posted “off limits” 
signs at Therese’s home and Fa- 
ther Naber’s residence. On April 
29, about a week after the Amer- 
icans entered the village, “Res!” 
had a vision of St. Therese of 
Lisieux, I was informed. The Lit- 
tle Flower has been appearing to 
her thrice, namely, on the Saint’s 
beatification day, on her canoniza- 
tion day and on her feast day. 


Father Naber took down the 
words which “Resl” spoke in re- 
peating what the Little Flower 
said: “Be calm, be confident, for 
clearly you have been given won- 
derful help and a diabolic plan has 
been counteracted by Divine Pow- 
er. You have had a premonition 
and seen how terrible the danger 
was, but the Lord accepted your 
sacrifice, which was not in vain.”

Paris, May 7 (NC) — Camps 


' for Russian soldiers liberated from 


in France and Belgium. Some 

' Catholic priests have visited these 
camps and were received with 
great courtesy, and frequently real 
cordiality, by the Russians. 

Nevertheless, the activities of 
priests during visits to the camps 
are strictly regulated, and there is 
reason to believe that some of the 
instructions came from.

Priests are permitted to respond 
to the wishes of those who profess 
a desire for religious practice, but 
they must abstain “from all propa- 
ganda.” For example, a priest may 
celebrate Mass for those who re- 
quest him to do so, but announce- 
ment of the hour of Mass must not 
be posted. He can give bibles or 
crucifixes to those who ask for 
them, but must not offer them 
publicly. Some priests who have 
visited the camps on official busi- 
ness for the French Ministry of

Mary In Poetry 
And Song 


As the arrival of May brings 
us into the month of Mary 
we try to think of her in poetry 
and song. We are a little at a 
loss because she is so inseparably 
woven into our culture that who 
can say lo! here she is, and here 
she is not. Or even, this is Mary 
in poetry, and this is Mary in 
song. To Catholics—as indeed to 
most Christians—she is poetry, she 
is song. She is the prayer of the 
morning, the evening hymn. Moth- 
er of joy and sorrow. Bethlehem 
and Calvary. 


Mary everywhere looms in mod- 
ern art whether as subject matter, 
influence, inspiration, or origin. 
He who dreamed the lifting archi- 
traves of Notre Dame of Paris, the 
nameless moles who froze the 
dream into stone, first raised their 
minds and hearts and hands in 
salutation to Our Lady.’ Painting 
has found the Madonna its most 
frequent and fruitful subject. 
Hymnology sings a few recurrent 
themes—and Mary is one of them 
—as it lays bare the rich resources 
from which modern music stems. 
Had there been no Mary there 
would have been no nativity, no 
crucifixion, resurrection, to germi- 
nate modern drama. Where ro- 
mantic love glorifies womankind 
whether in the arts of language, 
color, tone, or form, that reverence 
draws its origin and inspiration 
from Mary, Mother of God. It was 
not thus in the pagan world. It 
is not so today. Without Mary 
art is brutish, the jungle its habi- 
tat, license its mood. With her 
it becomes the cult of graciousness, 
sweetness, refinement. The home 
of Nazareth, not the lair of ‘the 
beast. 


To celebrate May in poetry and 
song is not difficult. The great 
devotions of the Catholic Church 
are unapproachable as both. Every 
C.Y.0. member will wish to make 
the Mass, the Sacraments, sacra- 
mentals, devotions public and pri- 
vate, especially the rosary, the 
center of that celebration. Perhaps 
the poet in him will make him 
linger a little longer and more lov- 
ingly over the Ave Maris Stella 
or the Salve Regina. 


The meeting programs in May 
might give some space to the theme 
for the month. Discussion might 
deal with Mary in Modern living. 
A May play could add° vividness. 
A paper on Mary in art, or a 
Bulletin display of reproductions 
of great pictures of Mary would 
enrich the Catholic young persons’ 
ideas of the contributions of the 
Church to culture. Last year we 
suggested that there was much 
history, beauty in the old hymns. 
The Spiritual Director could easily 
speak of these. 


It might be well to think of the 
month in connection with our rela- 
tives and friends in the armed 
forces. A medal perhaps, or a 
holy picture, might revive old mem- 
ories, old tenderness . . . renewed 
devotion.
